Ask most members of the Sacramento 
State faculty what they think of the merit 
award system at Sac State and words like 
demoralizing, demeaning and unfair will 
usually come up in the answer. 

In a survey taken by the Office of Insti- 
tutional Studies in 1999, 17 percent of the 
staff agreed that there are clear standards for 
merit increases and only 6 percent agreed 
that they are applied fairly within Sac State. 

“Since the FMI criteria is interpreted 
differently by the administration than how 
it is actually written, it makes it extremely 
difficult to understand what exactly we must 
do to receive monetary mer- 
it,” said Jeff Lustig, a gov- 
emmoent professor and a 
member of the California 
Faculty Association. 

In the collective bar- 
gaining agreement, article 
31.7 explains the Faculty 
Merit Program. Briefly, 
it says that faculty is eligi- 
ble for merit based on 
quality of teaching, schol- 
arship, service to the uni- 
versity and community, or 
all of the above. 

“Even though itis clear ~~ 
that any one of these would make you eli- 
gible, our president seems to think you need 
to have accomplished all of them in the 
past year,” Lustig said. 

Lustig added that this system encour- 
ages animosity between administration and 
faculty, and switches all power to the ad- 
ministration, leaving faculty feeling like 
children asking for something they don’t 
deserve. 

There is also the matter of the seeming- 
ly-endless paperwork involved taking so 
much time and effort from an already very 
busy staff. CFA questions how the president 
has time to read all of these forms to make 
an informed final decision on an individual’s 
compensation. 

Lustig says he is so insulted by the whole 
process that he won’t even fill out the forms 
anymore.

“‘T just sign my name at the top and at the 
bottom and leave the rest blank,” Lustig 
said. , 

One case in particular is John Syer, a 
government professor, who was selected 
for an Outstanding Teacher Award in 1998. 
He also published a book and, by all ac- 
counts from his students and peers, was an 
excellent teacher. 

His merit award, even after meeting all 
criteria, was reduced to zero. He went to the 
FAC appeals panel and was finally given a 
raise. 

“Many are denied raises without being 
given any reason and are left feeling as if all 
their hard work and dedication has been re- 
duced to some forms evaluated by people 
ever in their classrooms and a 
negative decision made without 
ever knowing why,” said Jim 
Chopyak, a professor in the 
Music Department and a mem- 
ber of CFA. 

“The system is so broken it 
can’t be fixed. It should: be 
thrown out entirely so we can 
start over again,’ Chopyak said. 

At a recent'CSU Board of 
Trustees meeting in Long 
Beach on Sept. 20, 100 faculty 
members showed up to voice 
their opinions on the unfairness 
and inadequacies on the FMI 
program. 

Michael Clarke, CFA representation 
chair, complained about the bureaucratic 
nightmare that has resulted from failure to 
adhere to contract language ‘in the imple- 
mentation of the program. Also Joe Whit- 
latch, the CFA bargaining chair, told of the 
estimates from one campus payroll office 
that each award required 1 hour and 15 
minutes to process just in the payroll of- 
fice. 

Lustig said the CSUS accounting office 
was completely overburdened by FMI and 
said they told him they were required to 
work overtime for weeks and were resent- 
ful for missing time with their families for 
this task. 

Also the CPEC gap which estimates that 
there is a 9 percent gap between Sac State 
and other comparable. institutions, Lustig

The two Sacramento mayoral can- 
didates destined to clash in the Nov. 7 
run-off election debated in the Uni- 
versity Union Ballroom Monday in at- 
tempt to attain the support of poten- 
tial voters. 

Councilwoman Heather Fargo and 
Councilman Rob Kerth addressed a 
noontime crowd of approximately 45 
people and discussed the issues im- 
portant to their campaigns. 

Fargo, who has served on the city 
council for almost 11 years, stated in 
her opening remarks that public ser- 
vice has been her life and that she wants 
to apply her experience from her dis- 


trict, which is made up of Natomas 


and Downtown, to the city of Sacra- 


mento. 

“T will work and continue working 
on improving the quality of life here,” 
Fargo said.

The first question posed by moder- 
ator Bob Waste, chair of Public Policy 
and Administrative Programs, was 
what would the candidates do to im- 
prove public schools and continue the 
greatest legacy of the late Joe Serna, Jr. 

Kerth said that Sacramento cannot 
be a suceessful city without higher- 
quality schools, and believes that the 
mayor’s role is important. 

“Not a role of authority, but one of 
tremendous influence,” Kerth said. 

Kerth recommended creating after- 
school programs and turning schools 
into parks. 

Fargo said that making changes to

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Academic Policy Committee recommends 
een In grade appeal appointments

The Academic Policy Committee 
voted at last Friday’s meeting to send 
the Faculty Senate Executive Com- 
mittee recommended changes in the 
selection of faculty and student mem- 
bers to the panel which acts on grade 
appeals. 

The APC has recommended that 
the list of 100 randomly-selected stu- 
dents considered for appointment be 
sent directly from Admissions and 
Records to the department where the 
grade is appealed, rather than the cur- 
rent system of sending the list first to 
Associated Students, Inc., for mem- 
ber selection. 

Bill Dillon, a professor of Govern- 
ment, said that this is a matter of effi- 
ciency, and is not an attempt to create 
a power struggle with ASI. 

Shaun Lumachi, chair of the Board 
of Directors at ASI, attended the meet- 


| ing to discuss the future role of ASI in 


the ve appeals process. 

“The only thing that we do ask is to 
remain a part of the process,” Lumachi 
said.

member as well as for the student reg- 
istering the appeal. He says the intim- 


idation factor for a student who may be 


unfamiliar with the appeals process 

necessitates such services. - 
Dillon believes that ASI should be 

able serve as counsel to the appealing 


student but should not be able to ap- 
proach the student panel members. 

“T think it is important to under- 
stand that this panel serves a judicial 
function,’ Dillon said. 

Dillon said that any advice given to 
the student panel member should be 
given to all the panel members in open 
court with the litigants present, and 
likens the situation to a jury in a court 
of law. 

-Lumachi said that ASI would only 
advise the student panel members of 
their roles in the process and not on the 
details of the hearing. 

In response to one of ASI’s con- 
cems, a recommendation was made 
that one faculty member be selected 
from the department of the appealed 
grade and the other from the college, as 
opposed to the current system of two 
professors from the same department. 

Dillon expressed concern that the 


faculty panel member from the col- 


lege be qualified to hear the subject 
matter of the appeal.

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The Hornet’s opinion 
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ASI moves in the right direction, but doesn’t go far enough 


Associated Students, Inc. deserves recog- 
nition for addressing the crisis it created 
when it slashed the budget of the Chil- 
dren’s Center and decided to close the Cen- 
ter’s evening program in January. 

In three separate measures last week, 
ASI gave the Parent Advisory Council of- 
ficial authority to find somewhere else 
(within the already depleted Children’s 
Center budget) to cut $20,000, appointed an 
ASI representative to form a task force to 
look at general needs of student parents, and 
appointed the former director of the Chil- 
dren’s Center to study how to shift the cen- 
ter from a place of education to one of sim- 
ple day care. 

It’s refreshing to see ASI take some ac- 


tion, but these measures are not adequate 
enough — and they do not answer the ques- 
tions still hanging since ASI announced it 
had a $255,000 budget deficit caused by 
overspending last year’s budget. 

The University needs to know where 
this money went and who authorized it to 
be spent. 

Any agency on campus that overspends 
its budget by $55,000 needs to publicly ac- 
count for those dollars. In this case, it was 
$255,000 of student dollars, collected as 
part of the $103 (47.50 of which goes to 
athletics) in ASI fees every student pays, 
every semester. ASI officials — including 
ASI Executive Director Carol Ackerson — 
are no doubt hoping the storm is over and. 


that by placating the PAC, ASI can go 
about its business and not account for the 
money. That strategy is not going work. 

Another major problem is asking the 
PAC to look at the Children’s Center bud- 
get to find somewhere else to cut $20,000. 
Why not let the PAC look at the entire ASI 
budget for places to find $20,000? Per- 
haps there are areas within the AST budget 
that could be trimmed instead of making the 
Children’s Center suffer. This year’s bud- 
get, for example, took a part-time position 
(Associate Director) and made it a full- 
time position. Exactly where did the mon- 
ey come from and how has it contributed 
to the financial woes of the ASI programs 
who have had their budgets cut? 


The Hornet is also concerned that there 
not be a repeat performance this year, yet 
nothing has been said about any measures 
to ensure ASI won’t overspend its budget 
again this fiscal year. If such measures are 
being considered, ASI should be an- 
nouncing them as loudly as possible. If 
they’re not being considered, The Hornet 
believes it’s time for a complete audit — 
performed by an outside the University 
agency — with the results reported in a pub- 
lic forum. 

The University administration touts ac- 
countability all the time. Let’s see if it will 
require accountability on the part of ASI.

Considering 
Lumachi's winning streak - and 
his influence with Chancellor 
Charles Reed - perhaps CSSA 
should form an alliance with CFA 
as the next round of contract ne- 
gotiations get going. Lumachi and 
Susan Meisenhelder (CFA Presi- 
dent) sitting on the union side of 
the table. A dream team? 

While the last few students 
try to drop classes this late into 
the semester, many others are al- 
ready gearing up for spring se- 
mester, trying to untangle the co- 
nundrums of required classes and 
hurdles like the foreign language 
requirement.

Religion and Union dues 


Editor: 

Professor Michael Fitzgerald's 
comments (October 4) about a reso- 
lution I brought before the Faculty Sen- 
ate call for some reply. The subject 
was the handling by CFA (the faculty 
union) of requests for religious ex- 
emption from the mandatory fee they 
began to charge non-members in Jan- 
uary. The existence of such an ex- 
emption is written into law (SB 645), 
so that is not the main issue. 

Professor Fitzgerald suggested an 
analogy to conscientious objections to 
military service during the Vietnam 
War, and tossed off a belittling com- 
ment suggesting that many people sud- 
denly had an attack of conscience just 
because their deferment had run out 
and they were about to be drafted. 

Granted that there surely were 
some cases of insincere requests for 
conscientious objection, wasn't that re- 
mark very unfair to the many others 
who did without doubt have a very 
deep and sincere belief underlying their 
requests? 

To spell out the analogy complete- 
ly, did CFA's suspicions of insincerity 
about some of the requests they re- 
ceived for religious exemption from 
their fee entitle them to dismiss all such 
requests? Is it not possible that here, 
too, there are some people with strong 
and sincere beliefs who deserve to be 


treated seriously and with respect? Sad 
to say, such respect was sorely missing 
in the wholesale denials that were is- 
sued by CFA last spring. 

Fitzgerald also asks for someone to 
"explain how giving money to the 
[union] ... could violate someone's re- 
ligious rights.” That's very easy, be- 
cause the key word is “giving.” Peo- 
ple who agree with what the union is 
doing should indeed, voluntarily, give 
their money to support it. 

The problem comes when the union 
says to people who cannot in good 
conscience support it, "well, if you're 
not willing to give us the money, we're 
just going to take it anyhow.” I'm sure 
Fitzgerald would go on to explain that 
what he really meant was that he does 
not understand what reasons of con- 
science anyone might have for not 
wanting to associate with or give sup- 
port to a union. But if he will research 
the issue he will find that this subject 
has a history going back well over a 
hundred years. Many individuals have 
taken such a stance, for a range of rea- 
sons, including unwillingness to be in- 


objection to particular positions or is- 
sues advocated by a union, or simple 
objection to the moral coercion in- 
volved in compelling a citizen to pro- 
vide financial support to a private or- 
ganization. 

This is part of the broader picture

of labor law which protects working in- 
dividuals against abuses by both em- 
ployers and unions. 

A better-known example would be 
restrictions against an employer firing 
an Orthodox Jewish or Seventh-day 
Adventist employee who refused a 
change in work hours that required 
working on Saturday. 

It should be sufficient to say that 
under Title VII of the U.S. Civil Rights 
Act of 1964, union officials may not 
force any employee to financially sup- 
port a union if doing so violates the 
employee's sincerely held religious be- 
liefs. 

In order to accommodate the con- 
flict between an employee's faith and a 
requirement to pay fees to a union he 
believes to be immoral, the law allows 
employees instead to donate that mon- 
ey to charity. 

Several of us on the CSU faculty 
have asked nothing more than that CFA 
abide by this established legal stan- 
dard, and the purpose of my resolu- 
tion is to insist that they do so. 

I think we should all be very glad

Now anyone can have the opportuni- 

ty to relive those times by joining a 

non-profit organization at Sacramento 

State called the Society for Creative 
Anachronism. 

The SCA is devoted to the study 
of pre-17th century Western culture 
with a concentration on the European 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance. 

Meetings are held every Wednesday 
at 7:30 p.m. at Carmichael Park, near 
the tennis courts. Members are usual- 
ly dressed in medieval armor and cos- 
tumes. 

Edward Roselle, a member cf the 
SCA for the past 18 years, said that 
anyone could join the organization. 

"People can join the SCA and do 
numerous things. A member picks his 
or her own role at the SCA. They can 
make jewelry, wear costumes, perform 
court dancing and songs,” Roselle said. 

The SCA is open to anyone who is 
interested in medieval recreation and 
reenactment. A paid membership is 
required. 

A member receives the Kingdom's 
Newsletter and a quarterly journal 
called Tournaments Illuminated. The

The organization was created in 
1968, but initially was introduced at a

nia on May 1, 1966. 

The SCA takes the best qualities 
of the Middle Ages and selectively 
recreates them in the modem world, ac- 
cording to an introductory guide to the 
SCA. 

The SCA is a non-discriminatory 
organization and does not promote re- 
ligion or outside politics. Each king- 
dom has its own king and queen that 
are chosen from combat. A member 
has to learn how to fight to have the ap- 
propriate title, king or queen. A fight- 
er is responsible for his or her own ar- 
mor and weapons. 

"Anyone.can compete for the title 
of king or queen. They have to com- 
pete in a fighting game and whoever 
wins will win the title. A king and 
queen is chosen three times a year," 
said Roselle, who has never been a 
king. 

Each kingdom has a body of writ- 
ten law established by the king and 
queen. All the kingdoms build their 
laws and customs on a framework 
called the Corpora. Kingdoms are di- 
vided into local and regional chapters 
called principalities, baronies, 
provinces, shires, marches, cantons, 
colleges and ridings. The chapters’ 
name depends on the size for the mem- 
bership and the larger division through 
which the local group reports. 

A special event will take place Sept. 
29 through Oct.1 at Carmichael Park. 
A new king and queen will be 
crowned. Roselle encourages people 
to come to this event to know more 
about the SCA and its principles.

2000 Hornets have crashed and 
burned. No, the season isn’t officially 
over yet, but the promise: gone. The 
chance to make the playoffs: over. The 
motivation for fans to care: lost. 
We all lent an eager ear this pre-sea- 
son when coach John Volek and com- 
pany got us excited about the prospects 
of a team on the rise. That we’d see the 
same team that went 6-5 last year, with 
four of those five losses coming by 
way of 13 points, they’d get over the 
hump this year and make a run at the 
Big Sky conference championship. In- 
stead, we’ve watched them slip right 





back into mediocrity, once again a 


doormat for Big Sky opponents to 
wipe away the grass infested dirt clods 


from their cleats: The team that was ~ 
. Supposed to have matured and learned 


what it takes to be a winner still cannot 
win the big games, and they continue 
to blow the close ones. . 

The final straw came on Saturday 
when a 20-0 halftime lead was squan- 
dered at Montana, The game was lost 
24-20, when the offense couldn’t 
scrounge up a single score in the sec- 
ond half. This devastating loss came 
just two weeks after they fell to Idaho 
State 41-39. The team has just been 
unable to bridge the gap from being in 
the game, to winning the game. 

Sure, they have three wins this year. 
But against who? Well, one Big Sky 
opponent—Weber State. That’s their 
one significant win so far. | 

They also beat Cal Poly, a team 
that had been outscored 146-69 this 
season before coming away with a 41- 
20 win against an even sadder Saint 
Mary’s squad who now stand at 2-4 on 
the season. Oh, by the way, Saint 
Mary’s is the other victory for Sac 
State this year. Another notch on 
Herky’s bedpost. The two early wins 
against Saint Mary’s and Cal Poly did 
put Sac State in the top 25 of Divi- 
sion I-AA ‘after the first two weeks. 
However, it only lasted for a quick 
minute because the competition of the 
Big Sky has simply buried the Homets 
5’10” deep into the college football 
cemetery. Only Charles Roberts’ quest 
for the NCAA rushing record and the 
upcoming Causeway rivalry are halt- 
ing the production of a shiny new 
tombstone that will eventually read: 
what if? 

What if Sac State could have pulled 
off any of their close losses? What if 
Charles Roberts would have scored 
on that 15-yard run in the 41-39 loss to 
Idaho State instead of fumbling at the 
one-yard line? What if Ricky Ray’s 
lateral pass against Montana wasn’t 
intercepted and the Hornets held on 
to win? What if? 

We’ll hear the same story after this 
year that we heard last year. That the 
team will come back having learned 
from the tough losses that they had 
the previous year. Great, but for right 
now it just doesn’t seem to matter. The 
community has lost interest. The at- 
tendance for games is decreasing and 
the outside media attention has done lit- 
tle more than ignore Sac State foot- 
ball lately. It’s just an ugly scene.

Hornets fall in Montana as they 
blow a 20-point second-half lead

No matter how many times you 
lose a game that you thought you had 
in the last few minutes, it doesn’t get 
any easier. In fact, it may even get 
worse. 

For the third time this season, a 
game in which Sac State appeared to 
have won, went down as a defeat. 

An offense that went scoreless in 
the second half and a costly turnover 
with just over two minutes to go in the 
game, spelled doom for the Sac State 
Horets on Saturday at Washington- 
Grizzly Stadium in Missoula, Mon- 
tana, as they lost 24-20 to Montana. 

““We shut down their running game 
and their passing game,” head coach 
John Volek said. “But you’ve got to 
protect the football.’ 

The loss also appears to have 
knocked Sac State out of contention 
for the conference playoffs, some- 
thing that was certainly a realistic op- 
tion for Volek and his players before 
the year began. Although Volek is not 
giving up yet. 

“Tf we can go 5-0, and finish 8-3, 
we have a chance for the playoffs,” 
Volek said. “(After a loss like this) I 
tell them, ‘right now,we have to look 
to the future.” 

The big play in the game came 
with just under three minutes re- 
maining, and the Hornets leading 20- 
17. Hornets’ quarterback Ricky Ray, 
fighting for a first down, attempted a 
lateral pass that was intercepted by 
Montana’s Damon Parker, and re- 
tured 40 yards for the game-winning 
touchdown. | 

“He was trying to make a play. He 


knew that if we got the first down, 
the game was over. They (Montana) 
would never see the ball again,”’ Volek 
said. “Sometimes, maybe you try too 
hard.” 

The fact that the game was that 
close after the lopsided first half was 
a mystery. 

The Hornets (3-3, 1-3) dominat- 
ed the first half on both sides of the 


ball, leading 20-0 at the break, only to:

AA’s ninth ranked team at home is a 
rare feat. 

At Washington-Grizzly Stadium, 
Montana has won 44 of its last 49 
games, and always plays before a 
large, raucous crowd. Saturday was 
no exception, as an overflow crowd of 
19,264 watched Saturday’s game. It 
was the largest crowd ever to attend a 
game at Washington-Grizzly Stadi- 


um, where Montana has played since 
1986. Volek believes that a large and 
loud crowd like the one at Montana 
helps out the home team immensely. 

“We need that kind of fan support, 
we have 24,000 students here (at Sac 
State),” Volek said. 

But Sac State still approached the 
game with confidence because last 
year on the same field, it took two 
overtime periods before Montana was 
able to win 41-38. 

But despite all this, Sac State 
played the first half like a team that 
wanted this game more than anything 
else. On the Hornets’ second drive, 
Ray put his team on the scoreboard 
with a crazy, 44-yard touchdown run. 
On the play, he completely reversed 
his field twice and was helped at the 
end by Scott Towne’s solid blocking. 

On the last play of the first quarter, 
senior Lamont Webb took a short pass 
from Ray and sprinted 49 yards to the 
Montana two-yard line. This drive 
was capped by another touchdown 
run by Ray, his fifth of the season, al- 
though this time he only had to run a 
yard. At this point the Hornets led 14- 
0. 

Montana attempted to get its of- 
fense going, only to have its next dri- 
ve halted when Sac State’s Elton 
Gabourel intercepted a Drew Miller 
pass in the end zone. Gabourel, who 
intercepted two passes in last week’s 
victory over Weber State, leads the 
Hornets with four interceptions. 

Later on in the quarter, the Hor- 
nets capitalized on a third Montana 
tumover, as sophomore Garrett White 
ran in from four yards out, to give Sac

The Sac State junior still holds the 
school record for the mile, the two- 
mile and the half-mile.

In addition to cross country, Men- 
carini also runs the 5,000 meters for 
Sac State’s track and field team. 

Madeson is a junior from 
Kelseyville, Calif. where she ran the 
mile and the two-mile for the track 
team in addition to cross country. As a 
high school junior, Madeson placed 
fifteenth at the state finals for cross 
country. 

Last year at Sac State, she took 
home sixth place in the 10,000-meter 
track and field event at the Big Sky 
Conference finals.

“Kelseyville 
is a pretty small town and I was the 
best in my high school, so it just sort of 
took off from there.” 

Mencarini’s ability in cross country 
was a surprise in the beginning, even to 

himself. 

“At first, I started playing foot- 
ball and basketball. Then I ran the 
mile in PE. and I ran pretty fast. It 
started as something to do after 
school,’ Mencarini said. 

But all the talent Madeson and 
Mencarini and their teammates pos- 
sess, isn’t enough to deliver the 
recognition that should accompany 
the team’s success. 

Cross country is not the high- 
publicity sport that football or base- 
ball or basketball is. The runners 
understand that they have to be in it 
for the competition, not the glory. 

“T’m really biased because I love 
the sport. Everybody wants their 
sport to be popular,’ Madeson said. 
“The better we do as a team, and 

the better we do as individuals, I think 
people will become more interested 
in the sport and support it more.” 

MenCarini said he enjoys the com- 
attire of cross Counffy af Well 
as the physical benefits associated with 
running.

“People say, ‘you’ve got to be crazy 
to go out and run that much’,” Made- 
son said. “It’s addictive, actually. It just 
gets easier the more you train.” 

The impact of coach Joe Neff’s two 
best athletes on the rest of the team is 
clear. 

Madeson has recorded three sec- 
ond place finishes, been named Big 
Sky Conference runner of the week 
twice, and has led a talented group of 
women who have finished lower than 
seventh place only once this year. 

Madeson said that she likes to keep 
things simple when preparing for 
meets. 

“In different races you're going to 
have different strategies depending on 
who’s in the race and how hard the 
course is,” Madeson said. “Basically, 
you want to get out fast and just hold
